ROOSEVELT HAS 
WOUND REOPENED 


President Is Subjected to a 
Second Operation After 
a Conference of 
Surgeons. 


SAY DANGER IS SLIGHT. 


Speedy Recovery Predicted Now 
That the Bone. of the In- 
jured Shin Has Been 
Seraped. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 28.—[Special. }— 


President Hoosevelt was subjected today to 


another surgical operation on his wounded 
leg, an incision which exposed the bone being 
made. The bone was found to be affected by 
the abscess and it was necessary for the sur- 
geons to resort to the scraping process to 
clean the wound thoroughly. 

The president is resting quietly tonight, 
and although his temperature is higher the 
surgeons in an official bulletin express them- 
Selves as being confident that recovery. will 
now ‘be uninterrupted. 


Official Bulletin Issued. 

Secretary Cortelyou at 3:30 o’cleck this 
afternoon issued the following statement: 

. Dr. Newton M. Shaffer of New York 
joined the president’s physicians in consul- 
tation this morning at 10 o'clock. 

“The increase in local symptoms and a 
rise in temperature rendered it necessary to 
make an incision into the small cavity, ex- 
posing the bone, which was found to be slight- 
ly affected. Thorough drainage is now es- 
tablished and the physicians feel confident 
that recovery will be uninterrupted. 

‘* The cperation was performed by Surgeon 
General Rixey, assisted by Dr. Lung and in 
consultation with Surgeon General O'Reilly 
and Drs. Shaffer, Urie, and Stitt.

Surgeons Hold a Conference. 

When the operation was found necessary, 
Dr. Newton M. Shaffer of New York was 
cailed In consultation with Surgeon General 
Rixey of the navy, Surgeén General O'Reilly 
of the army, Dr. Lung, the president's physi- 
cian; and Drs. Urie and Stitt. . 

During this consultation an examination ef 
the president's wound disclosed thére had 
been a decided increase in the size of the 
abscess; that it extended to and had affected 
the bone; that the president had a slight 
fever as a result. 

Surgeon General Rixey»was chosen to pre- 
fcrm the operation, and, after making the in- 


Cision which reached the bone, it was found, 


as had been feared, that the bone had been 
affected, but not seriously. The operation, 
which was a simple one, was entirely satis- 
factory to the surgeons, as thorough drain- 
age has now been established and the danger 
of possible complications removed. 

Mrs. Roosevelt was present during the per- 
formance of the.operaticn and when it had 
-been completed the president reciined on a 
couch and resumed reading a book. 


Predict Speedy Recovery. 

The surgeons assert there will be no inter- 
ruption in the president's recovery, but that 
it will be at least two weeks before Mr. 
Roosevelt will be able to walk. 

A new abscess did not form, according to 
the surgeons, who say the one to which the 
knife was applied today. is the same one 
which was treated at Indianapolls. The 
operation at Indianapolis was of a most 
superficial character, only a small incision 
being made. Then the surgeons did not make 
an examination to determine how deep the 
abscess extended, as it was thought better 
to perform the slight operation and hurry 
the president to Washington to await de- 


‘| velopments. 


During today’s consultation, and while 
Surgeon General Rixey was wielding his in- 
struments, the White house had the ap- 
pearance of a haepital, as six surgeons were 
present and a number of army nurses were 
in attendance. 

The increase in the president's temperature 
was only a fraction of one degree. Mr. 
Roosevelt is suffering from a cold which de- 
veloped immediately after his return from 
the western trip, so it is sald the slight fever 
is about what might be expected. . 


Surgeons Talk of Case. 

One of the surgeons who attended the 
president this morning said tonight: 

“These precautions that we are taking 
would not seem necessary perhaps in the 
ease of any other patient than the president. 
If you or I had that bruise, I am inclined 
to think that We would still be limping 
Some persons might 
nurse it a little, but they might not have 
any operation performed on it, and they 
would get over it after a little, too. But, of 
course, we insist that the president shal! be 
more careful.” 

The operation was not painful, and the 
president laughed and chatted with the 
doctors while it was goingon. He constant- 
ly makes light of his wound. 

Dr. Shaffer of New York, who joined the 
military surgeons for the examination to- 
day, is a friend of the Roosevelt family, as 
well as having performed professional ser- 
vices for them. He said tonight: 

“Jt would be discourteous to the other 
physicians for me to add anything to the 
official statement, I will say, however, that 
there is no cause for anxiety.”’ 

While there is a disposition on the part of 
the physicians to treat the condition of 
the president rather lightly, it is at the 
came time true that he may be compelled to 
disappoint the G. A. R. veterans who ex- 
pected to pass him in review. 


Indiana Surgeons Explain. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. ’8.—The physicians 


and surgeons who participated in the opera- 
tion on President Roosevelt in this city last 


Tuesday said tonight that thi second opera- 
‘ion was mot unexpected. All united, how- 
ever. in saying that there is no danger in 
such an operation, either from blood poison- 
ing or in regard tothe permanent impairment 
of the limb. 


Dr. John H. Oliver, who performed the first | 
operation, said: “* The new operation is only 


“what we all feared would . be necessary. 


‘There is absolutely, no danger that the limb 


will have to be amputated, or from blood 
poisoning.” 

Dr. Henry Jameson said: “ Itis about what 
we expected. There is nothing serious to the 
wound, but it is a trying one.” 

Dr. Cook made the following statement: 

‘‘ Tam not surprised to learn that the cavity 
has become affected and that the bone has 
been found to be diseased. That probability 


was discussed prior to the first operation.”

BURN A NBGRO BY SYST 


SOUTHERNERS APPLY METHOD TO 
A SUNDAY EXECUTION. 


Residents of Corinth, Miss., and Sur- 


~ rounding Country Turn Out to Wit- 


ness the Spectacular Fate of a Mur- 
derer—Doomed Man Admits His 
Guilt and Declares That He Deserves 
Death at the Stake—Strange Mock- 
ery of Mercy in the Proceedings. 


Corinth, Miss., Sept. 28.—[Special.]}—In the 
most methodical and deliberate manner pos- 
sible Corinth devoted Sunday afternoon to 
burning a negro to death. | 

Even the victim, Tom Clark, s¢emed to 
enter into the spirit of the affair and walked 
unhesitatingly to the stake where he was to 
meet death. Bying the pile of fuel critically 
he said: 

“lam guilty. Lama miserable wretch. |! 
deserve the punishment that is about to be 
inflicted on me."’ 

Five minutes later Clark was dead. 


Strange Mockery of Mercy. 

The execution was carried out in accord- 
ance with a revised plan which involved a 
strange mockery of mercy. Clark had con- 
fessed on Saturday, and it was decided to 
hang him to a telegraph pole on that after- 
noon. Clark, however, asked that the exe- 
cution be delayed until today so that he 
could have a farewell interview with his 
mother and brother, who live in Memphis. 
The request was granted, much to the dis- 
may of the newspaper correspondents, who 
had bulletined the city papers that the exc- 
cution was sure to take place that afternoon. 
- Meanwhile the news of the negro’s arrest 
and confession spread rapidly over the sur- 
rounding country and today's incoming trains 
brought hundreds of peopie into the city to 
witness the execution. : 


Decide on a Burning. 

At noon today it was found that the negro's 
relatives could not be lecated, and then, as 
if to make the execution as spectacular as 
possible for the benefit of the visitors, it 
was decided to burn Clark. 

The main street of the town was ordered 
cleared, and it was announced that it had 
been decided to burn the negro at 3:30 o'clock. 
This statement was met with cheers and the 
crowd shifted to the place selected for the 
enactment of the tragedy. 

The committee of twelve and many of the 
representative citizens of Corinth vigorously 
opposed burning the negro and argued that 
he should be hanged. J. H. Henning of Bir- 
mingham, Ala., brother of Mrs. Whitfield. 
would not consent to this proposition and in- 
sisted that Clark should be burned. 

At 2 o'clock pine faggots and larger pieces 
of wood were laid about an iron rod, which 
was driven deep into the ground, and half 
an hour later it was announced that “‘all was 
in readiness."’ 


Negro at the Stake. 

At 3 o'clock the prisoner, heavily manacled, 
was taken from the jail by a posse of armed 
men and led to the east gate of the negro 
cemetery, in the western part of the city. 

Clark made a statement, saying he deserved 
his fate, then asked that a letter be delivered 
to his mother and brother. He appealed to 


his brother to raise his children proper! 


-admonishing them to bewsa 


pany. 

he word was given to fire the funeral pile. 
The husband and brother of Clark’s victim 
stepped forward. They applied torches, and 
in a moment the flames leaped upward, en- 
veloping the negro tn smoke and fire. Soon 
the man’s head fell forward and life became 
extinct. 

The flames were fed by the crowd until the 
body was burned to a crisp. Then the exe- 
cutioners and the crowd dispersed. 


Crime of the Negro. 

The crime for which Clark was executed 
was the murder of Mrs. Carey Whitfield on 
Aug. 10 last. Mrs. Whitfield, the wife of a 
well known citizen, was found dead in her 
home, her head practically severed from her 
body. 

Diligent search failed to disclose the 
murderers. Two Chicago detectives were 
employed, but their efforts were fruitless. 
Several suspects were arrested, but in each 
case an alibi was proven. 

Finally a committee of twelve citizens were 
named to continue the search for the mur- 
derer. Last Monday it became known that 
Clark had quarreled with his wife and she 
threatened to disclose the secret of a crime. 

Members of the committee visited the 
woman and she told enough to warrant be- 
lief that Clark had murdered Mrs. Whitfield. 

‘ark was arrested and yesterday was 
taken before the committee of twelve. To 
the surprise of all the negro confessed to 
the murder and also told of other crimes 
he had committed. 

He stated that several years ago he killed 
two men on an excursion train in Mississippi 
and later stole $1,500 from a physician at 
French Camp, Miss. 


Woman Murdered in Home. 

Mobi‘e. Ala., Sept. 28.—Mre. Helen Dickson 
was choked to death, and her niece, Miss 
Helen Robertson, was attacked this morn- 
ing at their home by an unknown man, sup- 
posed to be a negro. 

The murderer climbed through a window 
into the room where Mrs. Dickson, her 3 
year o!d son, Albert, and her niece, Miss 
Robertson, were sleeping. 

Mrs. Dickson left three children, two of 
whom are daughters living in Chicago. 

Mrs. Dickson was the daughter-in-law of 
E: R. Dickson. formeriy superintendent of 
the Mobile public schools.

ONE JOURNAL APPROVES. 


Latin-Americans Warned That 
Conduct Forfeits Riglits 
to Independent Ex-’ 
istence.

PARIS, Sept. 28.—The protest of La Prensa 
of Buenos Ayres against the landing of 
United States marines on the isthmus and 
the growing tendency of what it terms the 
imperialism of the United States is widely 
eommented upon by the French press. 

La Liberte tonight says the Latin countries 
of South America have several times clearly 
affirmed their intention not to allow them- 
selves to be absorbed by the United States. 
“The great nations of Europe ought to sup- 
port them vigorously in this work of defense 
and self-preservation. It is the especial duty 
of nations of the same blood as theirs,” says 
La Liberte, “such as France, Italy, and 
Spain, to stretch out a helping hand.” 


Upholds United States. 


Le Journal des Debats, on th her hand. 
indorses the policy of the U:; tes ty- 
wards the republics of South A: This 
paper first remarks that the / Save 


ernment does not need to repeat the Munride 
doctrine to Europe. The situation itself suf- 
fices to recall to the latter that the American 
continent cannot longer be a field of Euro- 
pean political action. 

The paper then saysthat the protest against 
the landing of American marines on the 
isthmus, made by Gen. Salazar, commander 
ef the Colombian forces on the isthmus, is 
futile and therefore of only mediocre interest. 

America,’”” says the Journal des Debats, 
scrupulously fulfilling the duty imposed 
upon it by the treaty of 1846, andit will fulfill 
this duty more and more in the future, asthe 
canal is completed.

Latin-American Must Behave.

Sam, injured and -indignant, some form of 
control. It is evident that we are at the 
beginning of a period of North American 
intervention in South, America or of funda- 
reforms in the latter country. 

‘ Those nations which are duly forewarned, 
and, disposing of adequate resources, do not 
make the effor necessary to live, abdicate 
purely and simply the right to exist.”’ 


Transit on Isthmus Open. 

COLON, Colombia, Sept. 28.~—The situation 
on the isthmus remains unchanged. Free 
transit between Colon and Panama obtains, 
and American marines and bluejackets are 
still traveling on all trains. 

Commander McLean of the United States 
cruiser Cincinnati will sail for New York 
next Tuesday.on the Panama railroad com- 
pany’s steamer Finance. Commander New- 
ton E. Mason will then assume command 
of the Cincinnati. 


STEAMER ASHORE IN FOG: 
ASKS AID OF LIFESAVERS. 


Freighter City of Rome Sends Up Sig- 
nals of Distress—Stranded Near Mil- 
waukee on Way from Buffalo. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 29, 3 a. m.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—The steamer City of Rome of the 
Western Transportation company, bound 
from Buffalo to this city and Chicago with 
a cargo of merchandise, went on the shore 
at North Point at 1:30 o'clock this morning. 

The distress signals of the boat were 
heard on shore and the life saving crew 
were notified and went immediately to the 


assistance of the stranded steamer. 


The place where the steamer went ashore 
is rocky and it is feared that it may be 
severely damaged. 

The tugs Simpson and Hagerman went to 
the assistance of the steamer. Capt. Olson 
and his crew of life savers have also gone 
to its assistance. 

A dense fog has been over the lake all 
night, making it impossible to see a dis - 
tance of more than 100 yards. The City of 
Rome. was due here this morning, as it 
passed the straits of Mackinac at 5:30 
o'clock on Saturday afternoon. 

From the signals of distress it is believed 
that the steamer is in great danger.

KILLED BY BROTHER 


THOMAS WARD SHOT WHILE 
THREATENING HIS MOTHER. 


Murder Ends a Family Reunion Which 
Had Been Characterized by a Do- 
mestic Quarrel—Slayer Rejoices 
When Informed of the Result of His 
Work—Victim’s Wife Furnishes In- 
formation on Which Hugh Reilly Is 
Arrested and Convicted. 


While Thomas Ward was beating his 
mother and threatening to kill her, his 
brother Michael shot him through the head 
last night, inflicting a wound from which he 
died a few minutes later. The shooting 
closed a.day of strife in which the entire 
family joined. 

The family held an informal reunion dur- 
ing the day. Thomas Ward and his wife 
came up from their house in Butler street, 
near Twenty-third, on Saturday and passed 
the night at the home of his mother, 262 West 
Polk street. In the-morning the mother, Mrs. 
John McNamee, and Thomas were joined by 
another son, Jack Ward. About 1 o'clock 
Michael came up from the south side, and 


the party spent the afternoon together. 


Théeatens His Mother’s Life. 

It was about o'clock last night when 
Thomas became embroiled in a quarrel. He 
is said to have threatened to kill his mother, 
having tried it once before, the police say. 
He is said to have struck Mrs. McNamee in 
the face severai times. 

Michael attempted to quiet them, and fail- 
ing to do so drew his revolver and shot his 
brother, ‘the bullet entering his face to the 
right of the nose and ranging Wpward to the 
brain. 
iThe injured man turned away and ran 
down into the basement, while Michael dis- 
appeared through the front door. Thomas 
later crawled out of the basement into the 
yard, where he waS picked up and carried 
into the house by strangers who had heard 
the shooting. When Dr. J. B. J. Hoeferiin 
arrived Thomas was sitting in a chair dead. 

The victim was 25 years qid, The body 
was taken to O’Brien’s undertaking rooms 
at 172 Blue Island avenue. 


Unmoved by Brother’s Death. 

Fearing that he had killed his brother, 
Michael set out to escape. He did not get 
far, however, as Lieut. Andrews, Detectives 
M. O'Shaughnessy and Thomas Murray 
found him tn J.\J. McAvoy’'s saloon, 255 West 
Adams street. He made no attempt to re- 
sist arrest, and when the policemen told him 
his brother was dead he remarked: 

Well, he ought to 

e With Michael Ward the police arrested his 
stepfather, John McNamee, and “* Red Nell" 
McCarthy, who had remained at the house 
where the shooting occurred, and all were 
taken to the Maxwell street station. Mrs. Mc- 
Namee and “ Jack’ Ward disappeared. At 
the station Michael informed the police that 
his brother had tried to kill his mother two 
months ago, when a bullet from his pistol 
broke her arm. The prisoner is 29 years old 
and has a wife and three children. 

Thomas Ward was permitted by the police 
to carry a revolver with which to protect 
his wife, who gave the information on which 
Hugh Reilly was arrested and afterward 


convieted for the-murder of Detective James | 


Duffy. It was over this revoiver, itis said, 
that the quarrel started which resulted in 
Ward's death. 

Given Bad Record by Police. 

The Ward family bears an unsavory repu- 
tation in the police records. Thomas, the 
man killed. and Michael are known as a pair 
of the toughest men in that district. They 
were said to be highwaymen and burglars, 
Thomas having held up a Greek peddler only 
a short time ago. Both Thomas and Michael 
served time in the Joliet penitentiary for 
burglary and highway robbery. Thomas 
emerged from prison last New Year's day. 

Seven years ago when Patrolman William 
Krum attempted to make an arrest at the 
Ward house, then at Twenty-first and 
Hasted streets, he was shot and killed. 


BROTHERS OVERCOME BY GAS 
UNCONSCIOUS FOR FIVE DAYS. 


Faint Heart Beats Are Only Signs of 
Life and Three Physicians in Con- 
stant Attendance Are Puzzled. 


Unconscious five days, with faint heart 
beats as the only sign of Hfe, Fred and Carl 
Peterson. who were overcome by gas, are 
being watched by three physicians. 

The brothers were found in bed at their 
house. 178 Townsend street, last Wednes- 
day morning: and all efforts to restore them 
to consciousness have failed. The physi- 
cians say they never before saw a similar 
case. 

Fred Peterson, who is 28 years old, was 
to have been married last Saturday to Miss 
Minnie Ackerman, and the seriousness of 
his condition has prostrated the young wom- 
an. She is delirious at times, and physicians 
are in constant attendance. 

East Chicago avenue police are trying to 
find out if the gas in the Petersons’ room 
had been turned on, accidentally. It was 
rumored in the neighborhood the brothers 
onee had tried to eommit suicide, but this 
was denied by a friend, who said-he had 
known the boys for fifteen years.

OHIO REMEDYING 
4 CIVIC MUDDLE. 


Legislature Is in Special Ses- 
sion to Pass Laws to Give 
the Cities a Legal 
Existence. 


PROBLEM IS UP TO NASH.. 


Governor Depended on to Avoid 
" Blunders That Might \Re- 
flect on the Repub- 
lican Party. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 
Columbus, O., Sept. 28.—[Special.]—When 
it comes down to the question of local issues 
in Ohio, the chief responsibility naturally, 
rests on George K. Nash, governor of the’ 
state. There is a peculiar situation in Ohio, 
this year, growing out of the conditions for ; 
which neither political party is directly re- 
sponsible, but for which the republicans, be- - 
cause they happen to be in power, will surely 
be held liable unless the result is satisfactory 
to the people. 
Practically speaking, there is not today 
a single legal municipal government in all 
the great state of Ohio. Years ago the leg-— 
islature undertook to grade the cities by 
population, much as was done successfully 


in Iliinois and other states, so as to adopt. 


different forms of city government to dif- 
ferent cities without class or special legis- 
lation. 

But the Ohio statesmen, with the cunning 
characteristics of politicians in this state, 
carried the eclaasification to absurd extremes. 


Intricacies of the Law. 
For instance, a grade would be established 
for cities having not less than 131,800 
ar.d not over 131,850 of popuiation. For the 


last census this could‘refer only to Toledo 


and could not be applied to Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, Coshocton, or Gallipolis. The law 
successfully evaded the constitutional pro- 
hibition against special legislation. 

Under this law all the cities in Ohio, great 
and small, lived and moved and had their 
being. They had police and fire depart- 
ments, public libraries, and schools. Under 
this law, also, franchises 
street railways and gas and electric lighting 
corporations. The law had frequently been 
sustained by the highest tribunal of the state, 
the different cities adjusted themselves to 
their systems of government, and the various 


public utility companies spent millions en-. 


larging their plants under the security of 
their franchises. 

Some years ago an excellent lawyer was 
elected to the Supreme bench of Ohio. He 
did not believe the classification of the cities 
was constitutional and said so whenever he 


had an opportunfty to drop a dissenting opin- 


ion into the box. He was only one man, 
however, and his views were his own. Soon 
he made a convert on the bench, and then the 
peop.ie expected two diszenting opinions. It 
was the little bit of leaven which leavened 
the whole lump, until last June the state of 
Ohio was torn up by a decision of the Su- 
preme court announcing that the claseifiea- 
tion of the cities and the franchises granted 
under what was known as the Rogers law 
were all unconstitutional and void. 


Legislature Called to Act. 

The court staid execution of its order unt!! 
October, but after that time the police will 
have no authority to make arrests, the whole 
machinery of municipal government will be 
knocked into a cocked hat, and the fifty 
year franchises to the street raijroad com- 
panies will be so much waste paper. 

The legislature had to be convened at once 
to take advantage of the respite granted by 
the courts, and a special session is now 
being held here to adopt a new municipal 
code which will pass the scrutiny of the 
court. 

Every city in Ohlo and eVery local corpo- 
ration has its representative here. Street 
car, telephone, and electric franchises have 
all to be adjusted anew or capital will retire 
from Ohio for want of the necessary guaran- 
tees. 
’ Fire and police departments must be reor- 
ganized in many cases, and the situation is. 
one out of which grave scandals or still more 
serious mistakes may easily grow. 


Problem of the Republicans. 

The republicans control the state govern- 
ment and upon them rests the responsibility. 
If they can agree on a code which will satis- : 
fy the cities, great and small, and at the same 
time meet the demands of capital they will 
be lucky, indeed. ' 

On the other hand, a failure to devise some 
general form of municipal government satis- 
factory to the smal! cities and calculated to 
do the work of the large ones will make trou- 
ble. The corporations must be looked after 
of course, but they must not be treated so 
liberally as to arouse the suspicions of the 
people and thus strengthen the semi-sccial- 
istic propaganda of Tom Johnson. 

The republican leaders have begun the dis- 
cussion of national issues. tariff, trusts, 
Philippines, Cuban reciprocity, ship sub- 
sidy, and similar topics, but every one Is 
aware that upon the action of the legislature 
at its present extraordinary session depends 
much in the present political campaign. 

A deadlock in the legisjJature or a settie- 
ment of the code question in the interests 
of the corporations, or a municipal system 
which benefits one community at the expense 
of another would be disa#trous to the repub- 
licans. 

Upon the governor, therefore. reets more 
responsibliity than generally cemes into the 
eareer of the chief executive of a state. 
Weakness in decision, the approval of a bad 
code, or the fallure to Insist on a good one 
would surely be resented at the polls, and 
the democrats, now split Into two warring. 
factions as between McLean and Tom Jchn- 
son, would immediately cohere on a common 
issue. 

There would be ‘‘ something doing” ia 
Ohio. 

With the code and franchise questions 
properly settled, the republicans can and will 
carry Ohio with over 60,000 majority. 

A disgraceful adjustment or failure of the 
legislature to agree, if demonstrated a couple 
of weeks before the election, probably would 
lose the state to the republicans now ora year 
later 


Right Marin Right Place. 

It is fortunate for the state that Ohio hap- 
pens to have just now a level headed gov- 
ernor, honest, intelifgent. and acquainted 
with the ways of the world, 

George K. Nash is as self-contained and 
well equipped for his work as governor of 
Ohio as his law partner, John Lentz, was 
noisy and a nuisance as a member of con- 
gress from this Columbus district. It was 
no affectation on the part of Gov. Nash, when 
asked by Tut TRIBUNE correspondent for his 
views on current issues, to say: 

“T’'ve been so busy looking after Ohio 
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affairs that I have had no time to consider 
national issues at all. When the courts de- 
cided the classification of. the cities under 
the old law was unconstitutional it left us 
practically without any municipal govern- 
ments in the state of Ohio. I called the legis- 
lature together in extra session, and I must 
admit the members have had a hard job set 
for them. 

“ There are dozens of cities of different 


- needs and with widely different population 


to be treated uniformly under some system 
which can be sustained by the courts. Each 
city naturally prefers its own system. | 
don't know how it will all come out, but I 
think another week will finish it. 

“ The democrats are doing all they can to 
embarrass us. This is in no sense a partisan 
situation, and yet when the code is adopted, 
whatever it may be, the democrats will be 
found lined up against it. To that extent it 
‘s a partisan question, but from present ap- 
pearances I believe it will not become an 
issue to the extent of hirting the repubL.cans 
in the campaign." 


No Fear of Tom Johnson. a 

“Do you find that Tom Johnson's cam- 
paign on local taxation is hurting you?’ 

* On the contrary, I'm Inclined to believe 
that the state government is fortunate in 
being able to show a record which is so 
practical as to offset Mr. Johnson's theo- 
ries. We have reduced the general tax levy 


on the individual for state purposes nearly 


one-half. Ih my judgment this will com- 
pletely offset the effect of Mr. Johnson's 
campaign. We effect this reduction of gen- 
eral taxes by adding to the public utility 


corporations about $3,000,000 in taxes and

“The ratlroad companies of Ohio have 
been prosperous, the earnings having in- 
creased about $14,000,000 or so. We have 
increased their rate of taxation from one- 
half up to 1 per cent on their gross earnings.

Then we have taken the 
insurance taxes from the counties, and as- 
sessed them all in the state at large.

themselves. When we cut the state tax in

Saratoga, N. Y., Sept. 28.—[Special.]—~When 
David B. Hill arrives here tomorrow to attend 
the democratic state convention on Tuesday 
he will find a well developed boom awaiting 
him. 

While matters have not taken on any def- 
inite form, those of the delegates here are 
talking of the former senator as the nominee 
for governor. His wishes in the matter are 
not known, however, and the boom has not 
yet reached a stage where it could not be 
discouraged by Mr. Hill should the proposi- 
tion be objectionable to him. 


Prophets Make Nominations. 


As to the rest of the ticket, at least three 
selections have been made tentatively. It 
is said that Randolph Guggenheimer will go 
on the ticket for leut nt governor, John 
Cunneen of Erie for a ney general, and 
Edwin 8. Atwater of Duchess for controller. 
These are in addition to Judge John Clinton 
Gray, who has no opposition for the Court 
of Appeals judgeship.

Views on Trust Question. 


“Does your segregation of foreign corpor- 
etions go to the extent‘of requiring the pub- 
licity advocated by President Roosevelt?” 

“There is not as much publicity about our 
reguiation of trusts as I could wish. We 


‘have been obliged to move slowly in this 


direction. We require reports of course, 
but these reports don’t seem to show much: 
There is room for improvement, but we went 
as far in this direction jas seemed wise in 
one step. 

“I believe in the publicity remedy thor- 
oughly. Mr. Roosevelt was elected governor 
of New York at the same time I was chosen 
governor of Ohio. We each sent in our first 
messages at about the same time and each 
strongly advocated publicity as the first pro- 
tection of the people against the trusts. 
There was no consultation between us and it 
was merely a coincidence that we should 


both have adopted and urged the same rem- 


edy at the same time. sds 

’ There are some business methods and 
secrets of which the people have no need to 
know, but a large measure of publicity will 
be a good thing and in time we shal} get it.”’ 

In the middle of some talk as to the code 
and its application to different cities Gov- 
ernor Nash remarked: 

“I see you have been having a talk with 
George B. Cox, at Cincinnati. It isquite true 
that he runs that city but he runs it welland 
results show this. In Cleveland, where Tom 
Johnson is mayor and where he has a per- 
sonal chance to apply his theories, the rate 
of taxation is $3.15 per thousand. Here in 
Columbus wheré the city government is in 
the hands of good Tom Johnson democrats, 
the tax rate is $2.75. In Cincinnati where 
Mr. Cox controls everytbing, they say, the 
rate is only $2.26. That is a remarkable 
showing, and the city government of Cin- 
cinnati will compare more than favorably 
with that of Cleveland.”’ 


As to the Coal Strike. ’ 

“Does the coal strike affect the political 
situation?” 

“Not at all, so far as I can discéver. It 
would have done so, as a matter of course, if 
our bituminous miners had been called out. 
Every January or February they make a 
contract with the operators. Those con- 
tracts could not be enforced in the courts, 
but the men live up to them as a matter 
of personal honor, and hence there has been 
no threat of a strike here. The soft coal 
miners are contributing to the support of 
the anthracite miners in Pennsylvania, but 
the issue has not reached us, and I hardly 
see how it can, as the republicans are in no 
Way responsible for the strike."’ 

** You don't talk tariff revision in Ohio?” 

“Not much that I can see. The people 
are unusually well satisfied with the situa- 
tion and not disposed to make any experi- 
ments. believe the general issues are so 
well definéd that an estimate of 65,000 ma- 
jority for the republicans this fall is quite 
conservative. Mr. Johnson seems to be 
making a little headway in some sections of 
the state, particularly in some of the north- 
western and western counties, where there 
was a strong Bryan free silver sentiment 
among some of the democrats. That ele- 
ment is with him now, naturally, but the 
soli@ farmers are not attracted by his theo- 
ries, and, as I believe, the substantial cut- 
ting down of state taxation by the repub- 
licans will be more appreciated than all Mr. 
Johnson's theortes.”’ 


Party Stronger than Ever. 

As a matter of practical politics Gov. Nash 
was asked whether the party in the state 
had suffered because of the transference 
of federal power from Ohio to New York 
by the sudden death of President McKinley. 

“TI don't see that we suffered politically 
at all,” said the governor. ‘On the con- 
trary, it seems to be a detriment for the 
party in any state to have the presidency. 
When a man succeeds so far as to be elected 
president he necessarily hae acquired hun- 
dreds of warm friends at home. Each of 
them naturally thinks himself entitled to 
some good thing. The president has other 
men and otMer states to consider, with the 
results that his friends at home are disa p- 
pointed in him. The result generally is to 
disintegrate to some extent. 

“The death of President McKinley de- 
prived us of a well beloved leader, but with 
President Roosevelt in the White house the 
party in Ohio is singularly harmonious. 
We have a reputation here in Ohio of carry- 
ing on bitter faction fighis, but most if not 
a'l of that reputation comes from news- 
paper talk, where ordinary differences of 
opinion are greatly magnified. This year we 
are pulling together without the slightest 
trace of difficulty, while the democrats are 
notoriously split up. 

“ Unless conditions arise which now can- 
not be forecast the republican majority in 
‘Ohio this fall will be equa! to that of Mr- 
_Kinley’s in 1902, when we carried. the state 
‘by nearly 70,000." RAYMOND.

PREACHERS TRADE PULPITS . 
BY CONSENT OF CHURCHES. 


In the Change the Rev. Charles Reyn- 
‘olds Goes to Downer’s Grove and the 
Rev. Edgar H. Libby Comes Here. 


Two pastors—one an elderly man ina city 
church, the other a man thirty years younger 
in a village place of worship—bade good-by 
in farewell sermons to their respective con- 
gregations yesterday. Next Sunday they 
will preach as incoming ministers, the young- 
er to the city congregation, and the older to 
the members of the village church. 

This unusual change will mark the end of 

a story of love by the churches for their 
pastors, the mutual solicitude of the con- 
gregations to help their ministers and of the 
two men to assist each other. One wished 
to avoid the rush of the city and his younger 
friend was willing to take up the duties that 
are required in the larger church. 
Th older mands the Rev. Charles Reynolds 
of the North Englewood Congregational 
church, Fifty-ninth and La Salle streets, and 
the other is the Rey. Edgar H. Libby of the 
Downer’s Grove Congregational church, in 
a village of 2,100, twenty-one miles from 
the city. 

Mr. Reynolds has been pastor of hischurch 
for thirteen years. During that time he has 
lifted the congregation from a mission with 
seventy-five members that met in a small! 
building to a recognized church with 360 
members worshiping in a $82,000 edifice. 
When the new church was completed a year 
ago he felt that his labors had affected his 
health, and he decided to retire from the ac- 
tive work ofa city charge. 

He tentatively broached the subject to 
some of his members last spring, but they 
wowd not lister. Then he thought of find- 
ing some one who would please them so well 
he could withdraw. To Mr. Libby he stated 
his purpose, and an exchange of pulpits for 
one Sunday was arranged. Believing that 
both congregations would be satisfied if the 
exchange was permanent, Mr. Reynolds 
made such a proposal to Mr. Libby. 

“The life in the city is too rushing for 
me,’ he said, “and I would like to find a 
smaller church where the demands are not 
so great. You are younger and can take up 
the work I have started.” .. » 

Mr. Libby five years befdre had resigned 
the pulpit of a church in St. Louis because 
of the effects of the work on his health, but 
he assented to the suggested exchange, pro- 
vided their congregations were willing. He 
has been at Downer’s Grove five years, and 
has a congregation of 180. 

July 6 Mr. Reynolds read his resignation 
to his congregation. Every inducement was 
offered him to stay, a four months’ leave 
was granted, but he was obdurate, and his 
resignation was accepted, provided Mr. 
Libby would come. . 

The next week the Downer’s Grove churt 
met and granted their pastor’s request to 
g0, as they felt he could do better in a larger 
place. This was done with the proviso that 
Mr. Reynolds take the charge. Both meet- 
ings were unanimous in their actions. 

The two pastors’met at the North church 
last Tuesday night, and one was welcomed 
by his new people and the other said good- 
by. Two nights later they met again at 
Downer's Grove, and the greeting to each 
man was reversed.

POLITICIANS GUESSING ON RE- 
SULT TODAY AT KANKAKEE. 


It May Nominate Three Candidates for 
the Lower House of the Legislature 
or Select Only Two—Another Possi- 
bility Adjournment for a Week, So 
No Independent Put Up Later Could 

‘Get on the Regular Ticket of Twen- 
_tieth District. 


Three guesses were made yesterday as to 
the probable course of the republican con- 
vention for the Twentieth senatorial district, 
which meets in Kankakee today. 

One was that the convention would nomi- 
nate three candidates for the lower house 
of the legislature. 

Another was,that it would nominate Curtis 
of Kankakee county and Dudgeon of Grundy, 
leaving Iroquois out in the cold. 

The third was that it would take no action 
at all, but adjourn over for a week so as to 
make it impossible for an independent can- 
didate to be put in the field after its work 
was done. 


First Guess Maj. Hogan’s, 

Maj. Daniel Hogan of the Republican state 
committee and chairman of the committee 
on speakers, was sponser for the first theory. 
It should be said, however, it did not meet 
with many believers. 

“The best way out of the trouble,”’ said 
the major, “‘-would be for the convention to 
put up three candidates, one from each 
county in the district. The party majority is 
strong enough to justify it. This would 
mean the nomination of Russell in Iroquois 
county, Curtis in Kankakee and Dudgeon in 
Grundy. 

“Them an agreement could be made by 
which the territory would be divided. All 
the ballots in Iroquois county could be 

rinted with three votes for Russell, those 

nm Grundy with three votes for Dudgeon and 
the Kankakee ones three votes for Curtis 
with the exception of one or more precincts 
necessary to even the thing up and they 
could be printed for Dudgeon. In this way 
it might be possible to elect all three candi- 
dates and at the same time avoid the pres- 
ent trouble.” 


Plan to Shut Out an Independent. 

The believers in the last fheory are the 
friends of Senator Mason, who argue that 
inasmuch as Len Small, through the alliance 
of Kankakee and Grundy counties, controls 
the situation, and as Small is especially 
anxious that ex-Speaker Curtis shall be 
nominated and elected, he will adjourn the 
convention again today until such a time as 
will be too late for an independent candidate 
to get into the field. 

The law provides that all petitions for in- 
dependent candidates must be filed and ap- 
proved thirty days before the election in 
order to get a place upon the ticket, and this 
makes next Saturday night the Jast date for 
anything of this sort.

MURDER IS SUSPECTED IN 
DEATH OF AN EX-POLICEMAN. 


Edward Langnan Found Dead from a 
Bullet Wound and Two Persons Are 
Held—Suicide Charged. 


While the police are investigating the man- 
ner in which Edward Langan, an old time 
policeman, came to his death in the saloon 
owned by McGovern Bros., at 8 Clark street, 
two men who were in the place are being 
held at the Central station. A third man 
who disappeared from the saloon immediate- 
ly after Langan died is being sought. 

The two in custody are Frank McGovern, 
one of the proprietors of the saloon, and 
John Rourke, 172 South Water street, who 
was in the place when Langan died. The 
man for whom the police are looking is 
known only as Frank. He was employed 
by McGovern Bros. as cook ina little restau- 
rant attached to the saloon. 

Langan died about 1:30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. Detectives Buggie and Duffy 
found him on the floor with a bullet hole an 
inch below the right ear. Lieut. Rohan also 
took up the investigation, and to the three 
detectives Frank McGovern, who was tend- 
ing bar, said Langan had killed himself with 
a revolver. 

‘**Langan came in and spoke to me over 
the bar and said, ‘ Good-by, old man,’ and 
then drew his revolver,’ said Frank Mc- 
Govern. “‘ He stepped back and shot twice, 
his bullets going wild. I called to him to 
put the gun away, and then he shot himself 
in the head and fell where you found him.” 


Confession in Woman Murder. 

John O'Donnell, one of the four men 
charged with the murder of Mrs. Alma Will- 
iams, who was found dead in the alley near 
Larrabee street and Chicago avenue Friday 
night, has admitted to Inspector Campbell 
that he was with the others until some time 
before the woman was killed. 

According to O’Donnell’s , confession he 
was in Peter O’ Malley’s saloon, 18 East Chi- 
cago avenue, and there saw Mrs. Williams. 
He left the saloon through the rear door 
and as he crossed the back yard he says 
he heard voices, and in the alley found Bar- 
nard- Munster, Peter Gohegan, and Daniel 
Logan with Mrs. Williams. O'Donnell said 
that when he left the party the woman was 
alive and well. 

Saloonkeeper O'Malley and his wife veri- 
fied O'Donnell‘s statement and Bartender 
John Devine will be called before the in- 
spector this morning. He has told the same 
story. The four persons were formally 
charged with murder last evening by the 
inspector. 


Hunting for “Jack”’ Cushing. 


The murder of Charles Haupel, a saloon- 
keeper at 3729 South Morgan street, Satur- 
day night, is declared by the police of the 
Thirty-fifth street station to be the climax of 
the criminal career of the Cushing boys, who

_ ASIAN. RESOURCES. 


Returns from Visit. to Port Arthar, 
Where He Has Been Engaged on En- 
gineering Project for Russia—De- 
clares Chinese Are Hurt at Rigid 
Exclusion Law of United States— 
Great Commercial Resources to Be 
Developed in East. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 28.—[Special.]— 
Gen. William Sooy Smith, the Chicage en- 
gineering expert, arrived on the Nippon 
Maru from Port Arthur, Manchuria, where 
he has been engaged in a confidentia! ca- 
pacity as consulting engineer for some week 

“The nature of my mission at P 
Arthur,” said Gen. Smith, “ is a state secret 
and I must decline to discuss it in any way 
that would betray the confidence reposed in 
me. I went-there to look over the situation 
and to make certain and there 
my work ended. | 

**I found, as in former years, that there Is 
an extremely friendly feeling among Rus- 
sians toward Americans. They regard us a9 
their friends, and they think there is no ma- 
chinery like ours. If this feeling is pre- 
sérved by our actions toward them there is 
no doubt thas a vast commerce will grow up 
between this country and the other side. 


Great Market in Orient. 


“The same is true in China and Japan. I 
met one Chinese merchant, who orders 50,000 
barrels of flour at a time, and never a scratch 
ofa pen. His word is his bond, and he always 
pays. It will be well for us to take care how 
we offend a people like that, whose mighty 
commerce is still in its infancy. They afe 
deeply hurt at our policy of exclusion, which 
will some day cost us dear. That may not be 
a popular thing to say, but it is true. 

‘The German, English, and Russian mer- 
chants are straining every nerve to obtain 
this trade. They have the most thoroughly 
equipped consular bureaus and are spending 
enormous sums in making detailed investiga- 
tions of oriental commerce, while our con- 
sular service is simply pitiful. One of our 
consuls, a man of the greatest ability, told 
me he was almost helpless for want of funds 
and assistants, and knew well that his tenure 
of office was uncertain. Nevertheless, the 
reputation of our goods among the compara- 
tively few that know them isresulting ina 
great demand for them. 

‘“‘T heard nothing over there of any mov? 
of the Russian government to expel British 
customs officials from Manchuria, andI don't 
believe there is any truth in the report. The 
Russians are splendid engineers, and build 
with great stability and intelligence. They 
use a great deal of American material. On 
the new Siberian railway there are hundreds 
of American locomotives in use. 


Wide Field for Engineers. 

“Port Arthur is a city of about 40,000 In- 
habitants, but I do not think it will be im- 
portant commercially. The harbor is too 
small. Of course, I can say nothing about 
the fortifications there. The whole coast 
of Asia offers the greatest scope for engi- 
neering skill and activity. The mouth of 
the Yang-Tse is a field that may well occupy 
the lifelong energies of a great engineering 
genius. It isa vastly important point. The 
harbors along the whole coast will have to 
be opened up. Rivers must be kept open to 
navigation and other engineering feats of 
the greatest scope and difficulty will occupy 
the next fifty years.”’ 

Gen. Smith will proceed at once to his home 
in Chicago.

Statements made both by County Treas- 
hurer Raymond and Chief Clerk J. W. Becker 
that the city had an absolute check on the 
delinquent personal property tax list were 
denied yesterday. It was shown, that the 
only list of delinquents that ever. goes to 
the city controller is the annual one made 
up by the treasurer. 

In his report the county treasurer does 
mot itemize collections, and it is said to be 
@mpossible for the controller to make any 
¢eredits, The delinquent tax collections are 
‘given in a lump sum, and there is no possi- 
bility of making a check until the following 
year, when the taxpayers who have neglect- 
ed to pay their taxes for that vear or the 
one preceding are supposed to be shown on 
the delinquent dist. 

In the 1900 list, which ig in the hands of 
the experts, the “red ink” entries fer 1809 
are few, indicating that. either a large 
amount of the $504,000 delinquent in 1599 
have been paid or that the bookkeepers did 
not think them of sufficient value to carry 
them forward. These “ red ink,” entries are 
thé only checks the controller has against 
the delinquent List of 1809. 

The $524,445 reported delinquent for 1900 
represents only the proportion of the taxes 
due the city. The ~ $125,000 which Chief 
Clerk Becker said had been collected since 
the delinquent list was prepared does not 
apply in whole against the $524,445, but 
only that proportion of it which accrues to 
the city. Mfr. Becker estimated the city’s 
amount at $70,000. 


More Receipts Reported. 


‘The constantly recurring inquiry due to 
the replies of the taxpayers asserting that 
their taxes had paid is ‘“‘ How did their 
names get on delinquent list?’ . Of 
twenty-one replies feceived yesterday to in- 
Quiries sent out by Haskins & Selis eleven 
reported that they held receipts indicating , 
that their taxes had been paid prior to Sept. 
2%, 1901, which, according to the statement 
of Chief Clerk Becker, should have kept 
them off the delinquent list.

Thinks He Paid Too Much. 


Dr, A. P. Gilmore wanted to know if he had 
not paid more than was charged up against 
him. 

“TI paid James Baird, Jan. 5, 1901, $147.28 
on personal tax,’’ wrote Dr. Gilmore. “I 
have no receipt, but I have his canceled 
check. It seems evident that } paid him 
nearly $40 too much.

PARMELEE COMPANY TO EN- 
JARGE ITS SERVICE, 


Purehase of Properiy in Washington 
Near Desplaines Street by Arthur 
Dixon Considered First Step in Es- 
tablishing an Adequate Service at 
All Railway Stations—Neat Rigs and 
Drivers e Feature—Report Is That 
Lower Fares Are Being Considered. 


The first step in providing Chicago with 
an adequate cab service to and from all the 
railway stations has been taken with the pur- 
chase by Arthur Dixon of property in Wash- 
ington street, near Desplaines. Henne, it is 
declared, will be located the cab barns of the 
Parmelee company, which will enlarge its 
present service as rapidly as possible till 
every important depot in the city is supplied. 
Mr. Dixon's name in the realty deal is ex- 
plaineg by the fact he is one of the directors 
of the company. 

For some time the Parmelee company has 
had a cab service at the Northwestern and 
Illinois Central and Union stations. At many

Denies Output Was Reduced. 


“The next misstatement of Mr. Baer to 
which I shall give notice is that which 
claims that °for some mysterious reason ° 
the miners restricted the output of the 
mines. Mr. Baer claims ‘that in this man- 
ner the product of the collieries has been 
reduced about 12% per cent and that in the 
case of the Reading company it amounted 
to more than 1,000,000 tons,’ This is vitally 
important, if true; but it is not true. The 
fact is that instead of a loss of 1,000,000 
tons there was an increase in the year 1901 
from the mines operated by the Reading 
company of 838,243 tons, and a total increase 
from all the anthracite mines of 9,000,000 
tons (see report of Pennsylvania state bu- 
reau of mines). The output of coal in 1901 
was far in execess of that of any year in 
the history of coal mining, and even a paper 
so avowedly and bitterly hostile to the mine- 
workers’ union as the Engineering and Min- 
ing Journa! admits that ‘ virtually the only 
restriction on output was a shortage of 
cars.’

Decision in Munn Case.

the company. Mandamus proceedings were 
instituted to force the company to réceive 
grain as the warehouse had become neces- 
sary to the public, im fact, almost publie 
property. 

“Chief Justice Waite in the final ruling 
held that in view of the public interest and 
public need of the warehouse it should come 
under, public control in accord with public 
policy.- His decision was based largely on 
that of Justice Mathew Hale of England, 
who ruled that wharves were public property, 
not private,’as they were used by the publife 
for the public good.”

‘Some of us are men and women who 
work with our hands; some of us are earning 
our livelihood in other ways; many of usare 
losers now by this conflict; all of us are ap- 
palled by the prospect of suffering before the 
country if it be not speedily terminated; and 
we feel that we have a right to call on you 


as our representative to see what you can 


do to make peace. We do not ask you to 
use any official power in the matter, for you 
have none to use; we only ask you as the 
first citizen of the nation to mediate between 
these contending parties. 

‘“ Every workingman knows that you are 
his friend; no capitalist of common sense 
ean imagine that you are his enemy. We 
want no Injustice done to either party in this

He is 
no less optimistic about the future of the 
island than he was when he assumed power 
four months ago, nor has all the tremendous 
pressure brought upon him caused him to 
change, his policy. He has not deviated one 
step from his conservatism. His influence 
will prevent many mistakes by the congress. 
The radicals in the legislature have already 
talked over plans for an attack on the Platt 
amendment. The president said significantly 
that ‘he contemplated no campaign against 
the méasure. 

‘ The location of naval and coaling stations 
for the United States.’ he said. “ is the im- 
portant question in this connection. 

“Of course the Cuban people will never 
consent to a naval station at Havana. They 
want no other flag than theirs ‘n this capital. 
Their location must be determined by some 
reasonable agreement. As to the mainte- 
nance of the sanitary system, the question 
of internal peace, and the making of loans, 
these are all commoni sense _ propositions 
which, with or without the Platt amendment. 
we would adopt. We would certainly look 
carefully after the sanitation, we would 
maintain peace, and we would not borrow 
money without taking care of the sinking 
fund. and. interest.’’ 

President Palma-also talked of the excel- 
lent possibilities for Cuban agriculture. He 
said: 

‘“*I shall encourage irrigation. Cuba can 
grow almost anything. The cotton: industry 
is promising here, and hemp, too, is being 
grown.” 

The president will not appoint a successor 


of agriculture, until Sefor Zaldo, secretary 
of state, returns from New York and the 
matter has been talked over by the entire 
cabinet.

DISCUSS TOBACCO COMBINE. 


Merger of British and American Inter- 
ests Expected to Cause High- 
er Prices. 


LONDON, Sept. 29.—3. a. m.--The new 
amalgamation of British and American to- 
bacco interests which ‘was officially an- 
nounced Saturday afternoon has been re- 
ceived with mixed feeling. Unbounded sat- 
isfaction is expressed at the defeat of the 
American attempt to capture the British 
market and the proof that the socalled trust 
system cannot flourish tn a free trade coun- 
try like Engiand as it can in a protectionist 
country like the United States, but at the 
same time there is considerable lamenta- 
tion at the fact that the consumer will have 
to pay enhanced prices. 

The Standard says that the American 
Tobacco company has been worsted at the 
tactical game it commenced itself. Its 
aim was the destruction of the to- 
bacco manufacturing industry of Eng- 
land. Doubtless now it has acted 
wisely in abandoning the assault. Some 
other American trusts which may contem- 
plate extending their operations into Ene- 
jand are not likely to have any better for- 
tune than the tobacco company. 
The Daily News recognizes that the rivals 
compromised upon terms agreeable, doubt- 
less, to both, but rejoices in the British 
victory. This paper says: ‘' The American 
wolf pounced on the fleld expecting to find 
a sheep, but found a bulldog instead.”’ 


DENIES INJUSTICE TO JEWS. 


Roumanian Minister to Great Britain 
Says They Are Treated Like All 
Other Foreigners. 


LONDON, Sept. 29. 3 a. m.—There is pub- 
lished in London this morning an interview 
with the Roumanian minister to Great 
Biftan, M. Catargi, in which the minister 
denies that Jews in Roumania are subjected 
to disabilities different from those imposed 
upon other foreigners there. He says Jew- 
ish. emigration is not due to persecution, but 
to severe agricultural depression. 

In an editorial article on the. Roumanian 
minister's remarks the Daily News says: 
‘“‘If that were the case there would be occa- 
sion for a grave protest from other nations 
than the United States and Great Britain. 
but we are quite certain that the United 
States would not have intervened unless it 
had ample proofs of its case.’’ 

A dispatch from Brussels to the Daily 
Telegraph sags an agreement will probably 
be reached between the heads of high finance 
in Europe to prevent the issue of any Rou- 
manian loan until the oppressive anti-Jewish 
legislation of that country has been modified.

Problem Proposing Secession 
Presents Grave 
ties for the State.

LONDON, Sept. 29, 3a.m.—The Australian 
commonwealth is in’ danger of(breaking up, 
as Ominous reports have for same time past 
been received from Queensland. 
Premier Robert Philipynow openly ad- 
vocates the secession of that state from the 
federal union. Queensland has been hard hit 
by the federal legislation on the colored 
labor question, which will practically an- 
nihilate the sugar industry, in which hun- 
dreds of thousands of pounds of British 

capital have been invested. 

_ At the next federal elections Philip does 
not:believe 20 per cent of the people will 
vote for the continued inclusion of Queens- 
land in the commonwealth. Many persons 
in other Australian states have changed 
their minds on this matter since the refer- 
endum was taken, but the constitution can- 
not be unmade with the ease that the premier 
of Queensland imagines. 


Secession a Hard Problem. 

The commonwealth constitution does not 
make a provision for secession, and appar- 
ently there is no means of obtaining a sep- 
aration short of an act of repeal or civil 
war. Premier Philip seems to anticipate 
that he will receive the support of the peo- 
ple of New South Wales and west Aus- 
tralia, who are also dissatisified with the. 
present condition, but the extreme meas- 
ure is not likely to be taken. 

Still this unrest is having a prejudicial 
effect on business in the commonwealth. 
and nearly every Australian government 
loan has suffered in value during the last 
fortnight. 


Irish Land War Is Complex. 

Treland is distracted by the land war. :ine 
duke of Abercorn, Lord Barrymore, and Col. 
Saunderson, all wealthy Irish landowners, 
have refused to discuss the situation with 
the tenants’ representatives, but moderate 
unionist opinion is in favor of some kind of 
conference. 

The present position is perhaps the most 
curious that has beén known in Ireland for 
many years. The cnief secretary sympa- 
thizes in a great measure with the tenants, 
but his hand is forced by the landlords and 
he is applying the crimes act with astonish- 
ing vigor. 

Lord Dudley, the new viceroy. can afford 
to look on with indifference, as Balfour has 
excluded him from his cabinet afid he is con- 
sequently not responsible for orders which 
are carried out in his name, and the value of 
Irish land does not appeal to a man who de- 
rives his wealth mainly from collieries on 
English estates.

Manager Selee Puts Evers at| Bes 


_ Short and Sehalfaly at Sec- 
asa Test. 


The Colts brotight the championship base- 
ball season in this city to a close yesterday, 
in a highly satisfactory manner by trimming 
the St. Louls cardinals in both extremities 
of a double header. The scores of 4 to 2 and 
4 to 1 respectively would indicate a pair of 
closely contested, well played games, but in 
this case appearances are deceitful to a 
considerable extent, because the closeness 
of the scores was largely due to the heavy 
condition of the grounds, which rendered 
speed on the bases out of the question. Con- 
sequently hits and errors which would other- 
wise have blossomed into runs were blighted 
in the half opén bud. 

Jack Taylor and *‘ Pop ” Williams were the 
officiating pitchers and held their opponents 
close to the whitewash line all the way. 
Taylor would have blanked the cardinals 
easily in the first game but for a spectacular 
muff of an easy fly by Jimmy Slagle in the 
ninth inning. Jimmy had the chance to retire 
the side in that round without a run, but 
dropped Nichols’ fly. Kruger followed with 
a single, which scored, two runs. Dobbs 
then came to the rescue with a fine catch of 
Jack Ryan's long fly, else this might have 
been a different story. 

Williams never gave the visitors a chance, 
and if the Colts had improved half of theirs 
their score would have run into the double 
figures before Umpire Brown stepped the 
game in. the seventh inning on account of 
darkness. 


‘ Selee Offers New Lineup. 


Manager Selee presented a brand new line- 
up as a parting spectacle for the home fans. 
Tinker ,was shoved over from short to third, 
and performed at the difficult corner as if 
he had been there all his life. Evers was 
switched to short, which is his accustomed 
position, and played well, barring a little 
tendency to take too much time with his 
throws. Schalfaly was at second, where 
he got everything in reach, and nearly al- 
ways got his man at first in spite of the 
fact that he invariably skated several feet 
in the slippery Hine and once sat down square- 
ly, but from that position threw the ball to 
Chance in time to beat the runner. 

The famous O'Neill battery was split, and 
an elongated person by the name of Weaver 
caught the cardinal south paw in the first 
game. Perhaps that was accountable for 
O'Neill's wildness, which, however, did not 
help the Colts in the least. In the first in- 
ning a pair of passes and a scratch single 
filed the corners with only one out. Tinker 
lofted an easy fiy for the backstop, and 
Schalfaly died at first. Not until the sixth 
inning could the Colts get a man across 
the plate in safety, and then it was due to 
misplays by. the visitors. Kling beat out a 
bunt, on which Nichols and O'Neill got their 
wires crossed, Tinker bunted toward third, 
and while Ryan was throwing him out at 
first no one covered third. Kling saw the 
opening and dashed to third, keeping on to 
the piate, when Nichols returned the ball 
wildly.. 


Kling’s Hit Timely. 

In the seventh, Farrell's gentle fumble 
gave Evers a life. He was sacrificed tb 
second, and hite by Slagle and Dobbs ena- 
bled him to score. ‘ Slagle was killed at the 
plate on Chance’s grounder, but kept alive 
long enough to let Frank to second.

For six innings Taylor shut St.’ Louis out 
without a hit and in that time only one man 
reached first base.

Middleweight Phiigdelphia Jack 
O’Brien wil! try his fistic abilities against 
those of Joe Choynski in the arena of the 
American Athletic club tonight. The east 
erner’s effort against the former Californiag 
has created more general interest among’ 
fight fans than any bout scheduled to taks 
place here in some time. The fact that

Unlike the majority of six,round matches, 
it looks like an even proposition and the 
betting, which is at even money and take 
your pick, indicates this. _Choynski has an 
unexpected number of supporters against 
O’Brien, who figure that with his big ad- 
vantage in weight, strength, and hitting 
powers he will stop his frailer opponent. 
They back up this argument by comparing 
O'Brien's opponents in the past with the 
men that Choynski has met in the roped 
arena. 

Choynski has struggled with men like Jim 
Jeffries, Bob Fitzsimmons, Gus Ruhlin, Kid 
McCoy, Kid Carter, and, in fact, almost 
every good heavy weight in the business, with 
varying success. Some of them have bested 
him and others have not, but against all of 
them he put up cracking good fights. What 
is more, he has showed in all of his contesia 
that he carried a terrific punch. If he could 
floor men like Fitzgsimnidns, Ruhlin, and 
Jeffries, what will be the result of one of 
these punches on O'Brien's anatomy, say 
these critics. Of course, some allowance 
must be made for Choynski's retrogradation 
as a fistic star. However, in his last few 
contests against the late “Wild Bill Han- 
rahan, Al Weinig, and Kid Carter, he showed 
he still carried the same old punch, but that 
some of his old vitality had been sapped by 
constant training, and that he was no longer 
able to sustain a heavy punch and recuperate 
almost immediately, as of old.

Church Session Acts This Week.

The plans so far con- 
isidered are for the establishment of a settle- 
iment similar to those in other parts of Chi- 
| cago. The building which will be the home of 
, the settlement will be a model in sanitation, 
j}and there will be places provided in it for the 
fentertainment and instruction of the people 
‘in the neighborhood. The superintendent 
will be given an assistant, and attractions 
will be offered that it is intended will draw 
the people away from the saloons. 

In the course of a year playgrounds will 
be provided for the children and public baths 
will be instituted. Other plans will be made 
as the needs of the locality are learned and 
the ability of the organization permits. A 
special effort will be directed to relieve the 
congested condition of the neighborhood. 


Dr. Boyd Explains the Need. 

At the beginning of the church service in 
the morning Dr. Boyd told his congregation 
more about the need for the setth ment. 

“In parts of the district,’’ he said, ‘‘ the 
population is 250 to the ‘acre, and every- 
where the people are crowded together in 
miserable quarters. They cam be taught to 
live in better houses and to demand more 
cleanly surroundings, and can be provided 
with some amusements besides those which 
they find in the saloons of the district. All 
the influences and surroundings there are 
demoralizing, and it is not to be wondered 
at that the people are in their present con- 
dition. They do not have an opportunity to 
jearn any better.”’ 

Voluntary subscriptions for the establish- 
ment of the settlement were then asked for. 
None of the members hadi been approached 
with a request for a donation, but when the 
collection baskets had been passed they were 


_ filled with notes promising aid. 


“I do not know when we can start the 
mission,”’ Dr. Boyd said after the service.

JAMES H. ECKELS RETURNS: 


SAYS OUTLOOK IS GOOD. 


Bankers in New York Take a Hopeful 
View of the Situation—Quiet Stock 
Market Predicted. 


James H. Eckels, president of the Com- 
mercial National bank, who returned yes- 
terday from New York, takes a hopeful view 
of the financial outlook not only in the east 
but in the west. 

“The general sentiment among New York 
bankers,”’ said Mr. Eckels last night, “is 
that there is no structural weakness either 
in the banking or the business situation.

A young wife, a teacher in hypnotism, and 
$100 in money are missing from the Anna 
hotel in North Clark street. The police are 
unable to determine whether it is a case 
of kidnaping, a plain runaway, or whether 
there is any connection at all between the 
disappearance of the two persons. 

The woman is Mrs. Helen Babcock, 20 
years old, of Racine, Wis. The hypnotist 
is ** Prof.”’ Roy Lord. 

The matter was reported to the East Chi- 
‘cago avenue police station last night by 
James Babcock, husbad of the missing 
woman. 

A man answering the description of the 
hypnotist was seen to leave the Anna hotel 
on Saturday night with Mrs. Babcock and 
to enter a closed carriage. 

According to the story told by Babcock, he 
and his wife became acquainted with *Prof.” 
Lord last week in Racine. Lord, it is said, 
told Babcock that if he would intrust him 
with $100 he. would double it for him ina 
week. Babcock says he gave this money 
into his wife's keeping, and that the three 
of them then came to Chicago. — 

Rooms were engaged in the North Clark 
street hotel, and in the evening Babcock 
was asked by Lord to take a walk. The 
two men left the hotel, and then, Babcock 
says, his companion asked him to accom- 
pany him to the south side to visit a friend. 
The men boarded a cable car and rode to

Lord jumped off the car and disappeared.

BIG FIRE AT STOCKTON, CAL.: 
SIX PERSONS ARE INJURED. 


Blaze, Starting in Huge Agricultural 
Pavilion, Sweeps Through Two Res- 
idence Blocks—Loss $500,000. 


Stockton, Cal., Sept. 28.—One of the largest 
fires in the history of Stockton started short- 
ly after 5 o'clock thjs evening in the agri- 
cultural pavilion. That structure and two 
residence blocks were burned. The loss is 
$500,000; less than half insured. 

The fire was started by a plumber hunting 
for a leak in the gas main in the pavilion. 
An explosion followed and within a few min- 
utes the immense structure, which was erect- 
ed twelve years ago at a cost of $40,000, was 
in flames. The three persons in the build- 
ing were forced to flee for their lives. 

The flames leaped across San Joaquin 
street to the east, and across Lafayette 


|} street to the south. A breeze carried the 


flames throygh two blocks south of the 
pavilion and west of San Joaquin street. 
The three blocks to the east of San Joaquin 
street suffered greatly, and it was only 
by the determined work of the firemen that 
the flames were prevented from sweeping 
the town to Mormon Cannel. ; 

Tom Walsh, driver of a hose wagon, and 
Ed Knowles, an assistant, were rescued 
when overcome by. heat. Henry Chase, a 
fireman, fell from a building and sustained 
internal injuries. Jack Lawrence fell from 
a building and was badly bruised. Police- 
men DutschkKe and Wilson and Frank Stein- 
becker were badly. injured. 


ARREST PASTOR ON CHARGE 
OF MAKING THREAT TO KILL. 


Police Take the Rev. Christopher Jor- 
genson in Custody—Once Before Ac- 
cused of Shooting a Neighbor. 


The Rev. Christopher Jorgenson, whose 
field of work is in ‘‘ No Man’s Land,” south- 
west of Wilmette, and who a few months ago 
was accused of shooting John Welter, was 
arrested again yesterday afternoon. He is 
charged with threats to kill Fred Ejidsted. 

Jorgenson was taken to Evanston, and late 
in the evening was released, Louis Pearson 
of Wilmette signing his bonds. His hearing 
will be before Justice Ely this morning. 

Thé minister denies he threatened injury 
to Eidsted. He says that when he is on the 
street his neighbors call him “murderer,” re- 
ferring to the Welter affair, and that he told 
the Eldsteds he would have them arrested if 
they did not cease applying such a name to 
him. 

Three months ago Jorgenson shot Welter 
in the back, but he alleged that Welter and 
others were attempting to invade his house 
and that he shot in self-defense. The case 
was dismissed.

Street Railway Strike Order Is Obeyed 
—Trouble Feared When Nonunion 
Men Begin Work. d 


New Orleans, La., Sept. 28.—[Special. ]— 
Not a single street car has turned its 
wheels in this city since 4:30 o'clock this 
morning. A general strike was ordered at 


street railway company made no effort to 
run cars. Trouble may commence tomor- 
row if the company is able to carry out its 
announced intention of operating cars with 
nonunion men. Tonight a conference was 
held between Mayor Capdevielle, the offi- 
cials of the street car company, the leaders 
of the strike, the chief of police, and the 
board of police commissioners.

; TAKE IT BACK, CHAUNCEY. 
' Among the “ notable sayings of the week ” 
we find this one attributed to Chauncey M. 
‘Depew: 
The purest waters are the most tranquil. 
: If Chauncey ever said it we shall have to 
ask him to take it back or modify it. The 
purest waters are not always tranquil, and 
manifestly tranquil waters, if they stay 
“ tranquil ” long enough, are not pure. The 
mountain brook is pure; the stream that 
trickles from the glacier is pure; the spring 
that gushes from the earth is pure—but none 
of them is tranquil. There is a whole lot of 
“tranquil water that is not pure. The 
stagnant pond, the city ditch, covered with 
green scum, and the catch basin are “ tran- 
quil ” enough, but none of them is pure. The 
Dead -sea and all other dead things are 
* tranquil,” but they are not pure. 

Chauncey has got it wrong. It is an 
aphorism that running water purifies itself 
and stagnant water in time becomes fovl. 
The allurements of epigram shouldn't over- 
come our honored friend. Epigrams are 
often enticing and—fallacious. It will not 
do to trust them. The nice dislocation of 
ideas which ‘they conceal frequently leads 
good men astray. 

Pure water is not always “ tranquil,” and 
tranquil water is seldom pure if it has tine 
to become otherwise. Motion and oxygen 
are the true-purifying agents, and water 
needs them as much as men do, 


MR. DAVIES AND CHILD LABOR. 

Friday Mr. E. T. Davies, chief factory 
iuspector of the state of Illinois, began pro- 
ceedings against M. Born & Co. The charge 
involved is the employment of children under 
14. Such children are protected from em- 
ployment by the state child labor law. Mr. 
Davies has seen reason to believe that this 
law is being continually violated. He says 
that he has made up his mind that it shall 
be violated no longer. Hence his attack on 
M. Born & Co., and hence his promise of at- 
tacks on other firms suspected of similar 
practices. 

It is time such attacks were made. Iili- 
nois was gratified when the census of 1900 
showed that it was securely established in 
third place among the states of the union 
in value of manufactured products. It was 
less gratified when the census showed that 
in the percentage of children between 10 
and 14 who could read and write its rank 
was not third but fifteenth. It was not 
gratified at all when from the reports of the 
factory inspectors it appeared that in num- 
ber of wage earners under 16 it stood not 
fifteenth nor third, but first. That is a 
humiliating @istinction. To have put more 
children into the factory and the office than 
any other state is no cause for pride. Today 
Illinois has 19,000 child laborers. Cook 
county alone has 15,000. All New York. on 
the other hand, has only 14,000. Further, 
child labur in New York is remaining year 
after-year at about the same figure. -In 
Illinois it is increasing. It has increased 100 
per cent in the last five years. It is evident, 
therefore, that Mr. Davies is in the position 
of a map swimming against. the current of 
the stream. It is his duty to swim as hard 
ashecan. If he makes progress he will de- 
serve the applause of the public. 

Illinois is unfortunate in the organization 
of its factory inspection department. We 
have only twelve inspectors. New York has 
forty-eight Our chief inspector gets a sal- 
ary of $1,500. The Massachusetts inspec- 
tor gets $3,000. The personnel of our de- 
partment is continually changing. The 
Massachusetts chief inspector has held office 
for twenty-six years. Adequacy of remu- 
neration and permanency of tenure must be 
secured here before the best results are pos- 
sible. And we must have the best results 
if we mean’to maintain our position among

wears its children out in the factory must 
expect to produce debased, ignorant, vicious, 
inefficient men and women. It cannot be 
said too often child labor is waste. Eng- 
land found that out years ago, but it-has not 
yet recovered from the blow which was 
given to the physical and moral vitality of 
its workérs by the conditions prevailing in 
its factories during the first half of the last 
century. Illinois can profit by England's: 
experience. It can determine now to give 
its children that freedom from labor and 
that opportunity for play and study which 
will result in an intelligent, capable adult 
population. Mr. Davies, therefore, shoud 
have the attention and encouragement of his 
fellow citizens.

SENATOR ALGER OF MICHIGAN. 

The appointment of ex-Secretary Alger 
to the United States senate to fill the va- 
eaney created by the death of Senator Mc- 
Millan is a compliment for which he and his 
friends will be grateful. Undoubtedly the 
appointment to fill thé vacancy will bé fol- 
lowed by an election when the legislature 
meets. Under the circumstances the ap- 
pointment is not only a great compliment to 
Mr. Alger but is vindication. He suffered 
severely after the Spanish-American war, 
but his appointment now wipes out the as- 
persions then made against him. 

The truth is the United States was not 
ready for war with Spain. The surgeon 
general’s and the commissary departments 
were not organized upon a. scale adequate 
to deal with the demands made upon them. 
Volunteer soldiers are proverbial grumblers. 
Many of them were “soft” and not pre- 
pared for the hardships of campaigning. 
They were careless, and, in spite of warn- 
ings, they neglected the most ordinary sani- 
tary precautions. No doubt there was a 
great deal of bad canned beef, and it prop-. 
erly was pitched overboard, but it does not 
appear that Secretary Alger was. respon- 
sible for its badness, and other rations were 
provided in sufficient quantities to take the 
place of tinned beef or any other kind of 
beef in an ordinary campaign. Secretary 
Alger was also continually harassed by the 
yolunteer suggestions of Gen. Miles and 
other officious persons in the army and put- 
side of it, but it does not appear that he. 
permanently lost the confidence of those 
most competent to judge of his actions. 
The president, for example, signed the 
round robin,” but now he is one of the 
stanchest friends of Mr. Alger. 

THe TRIBUNE is glad that Mr. Alger is 
going to the senate. There is no doubt he 
will be a useful member and that he will 
represent Michigan worthily. It is specially 
gratifying to know he is in accord with the 
administration, and is not to be one of the 
leaders of the insurgents, like Senator Bur- 


rows. 


LONDON, THE HORRIBLE EXAMPLE. 

That good old rock of ages, the London 
Times, is seriously disturbed about the 
spread of municipal socialism in Great Brit- 
ain, and has been “ pointing with pride” 
to London as a horrible example of the evils 
of municipal ownership. - Since the London 
authorities took over the lighting plant cf 
the city three years ago the cost of lighting 
the city has increased. 

One reason why the cost of lighting Lon- 
don has increased is that London has more 
and better lights than it used to have. A 
dispatch to THe Tripune from London 
SAYS: 

The metropolitan boroughs of London during 
the last three years have been celebrating their 
Promotion from Bumb!ledom to the civic dignity 
of municipalities by ordering improved lighting 
plants and increasing local indebtedness. 

Furthermore, London is divided into 
twenty-eight separate boroughs, which work 
independently. Few people could or would 
have advocated municipal ownership of any- 
thing in Chicago if the old township authori- 
ties were to have had charge. The London 


These boroughs are in a different position from 
municipalities like Glasgow and Manchester, 
which own and operaté¢ tramways, and can intro- 
duce electric lighting and traction economically. 
The London boroughs can only supply electric 
light and power for sma!! areas, and have noth- | 
ing to, do-with either the gas supply or the tram- 
way service. The present government did not 
venture to arm the London county ccuncil with 
centralized powers because it dreaded the effects 
of megalomania. It preferred to magnify the 
functions of the vestries as submunicipal centers. 
These boroughs have turned out spendthrifts and 
are plunging heavily into municipal trading on 
lines of state socialism. 

There are gravo reasons to be urged 
against municipal ownership. But justice 
requires the analysis of ex parte statements 


made by those who oppose it. 


“THEY NEVER WILL BE MISSED.” 

The people of Iroquois county are quite 
right in proposing, to nominate a candidate 
‘of their own for the legislature. There is 
no reason #ankakee county should 
have both the state senator and a member 
of the lower house. If Kankakee county 
ewere fortunate enough to number among 
its citizens Solon and Cicero there might 
be reason for sending them both to the Jlli- 
nois legislathre. But Len’? Small is not 
Solon and Ed Curtis is not Cicero. Nor is 
he Aristides. It was said the people of 
Athens became tired of hearing Aristides 
called “ The Just.” The people of Illinois 
have not hecome tired of hearing Ed Curtis 
called * just.” They have never heard him 
called so. He never will be missed. The 
legislature can get on well without him. 

It can also get on well without “ Gus” 
Nohe or John Humphrey. The republicans 
are sure to have a large majority without 
any of them. We trust the names of all of 
them will be missing from the rol! call when 
the next législature is organized. 

PREDESTINATION OF JOHN PEIRCE. 

It seems as if John Peirce had been chosen 
a long time ago as the fittest man tocomplete 
the new government building in Chicago. 
On any other ground it is difficult to explain 
the extraordinary delay in letting the eon- 
tract for the interior work on the building. 
If John Peirce has friends at court—and he 
seems to have plenty of them—we can un- 
derstand their arguing the matter out two 
years ago in this fashion: “ John Peirce 
“jis the man to do all the remaining work 
“on the building and he shall do it. But 
“it will never do to give him the contract 
“now. Although it is true the work ought 
“to be going forward in the shops, we don’t 
“dare to give it to John Peirce now. He 
“is out of favor with the people of Chicazo 
“and with the ecorgressiona! delegation.

LORENCE NIGHTINGALE is, accord- 
ing to a well authenticated report in 
court circles in England, to be in- 
cluded in the next birthday honors, 
which. will appear in the Official Ga- 
zette of Friday, Nov. 7, the king's birth- 
day, Nov.’ 9, falling on a Sunday. Much 
“speculation prevails as to what form the 
P@istinction will take, but the general impres- 


‘T sion seems to be that she will receive the 


new Order of Merit, which so far has been 
conferred only on about a dozen of the most 
eminent men of the British empire, Lord 
Roberts and Lord Kitchener being the sole 
representatives of the army in the list of 
this order, which is on the same lines as the 
highly valued Ordre pour le Merite, founded 
by Frederick the Great, still the most highly 
prized of German orders. 

Miss Florence Nightingale was the pioneer 
of the modern nursing system, which she 
inaugurated half a century go, at the time 
of the Crimean war. She is an invalid now, 
and quite advanced in years, and lives in the 
utmost retirement, surrounded by a gen- 
eration which has almest. forgotten about 
her and her exploits: Yet she is the Grand 
Old Woman of the period, and the bestowal 
upon her of the new Order of Merit, at the 
personal instance, it is said, of Queen Alex- 
andre, will not only give universal satisfac- 
tion but likewise add luster to the order 
itself. 

Florence Nightingale was born in Florence, 
whence her Christian name, her sister, the 
late Lady Verney, having received the alto- 
gether amazing Christian name of Par- 
thénosse, owing to the fact that she had been 
born at Athens, and in order that her father 


admiration for the Parthenon. The family 
name was not originally Nightingale, but 
Shore, and Florence's father was in business 
for many years at Sheffield as a banker under 
the name of Shore. 

Mr. Shore, who came of an old family which 
had been in possession of lands in the coun- 
ties of Derby and of York since the fifteenth 
century, assumed the name of Nightingale 
long after the birth of his two daughters, 
and on inheriting his maternal uncle's for- 
tune and estates, that of Lea Hurst, in 
Derbyshire, being now in the possession of 
Florence Nightingale, who makes her home 
there, 

Others who are slated for the Order of 
Merit are Lord Cromer of Egyptian fame 
and Lord Avebury, who is better known in 
this country as Sir John Lubbock, which he 
bore before being raised to the peerage. 
Some persons seem to imagine that the poet 
Swinburne will get the order. But there is 
not the slightest prospect of this, as King 
Edward could not possibly confer any order 
upon this the foremost of living bards of 
England without giving grave offense to 
Russia, especially to the reigning house of 
Romanoff, Swinburne having in some of his 
most powerful poems not only denounced 
the late czar and his successor as cruel des- 
pots, but likewise as murderers whose sav- 
agery was such as to warrant and to excuse 
regicide. 

Although the fact that Sir Michael Her- 
bert is married to Miss Belle Wilson of New 
York has contributed largely to his selection 
“for the post of British ambassador to the 
United States, yet as a general rule England 
does not find it politic to acéredit diplomats 
wedded to foreigners to the native countries 
of the latter. Indeed. [{ hear that it is 
owing to the impending marriage of W. G. 
Bax-Ironside to the Swedish Countess Marta 
Gyldenstolpe that he is being transferred 
from his delightful post at Stockholm to 
Caracas. one df the least desirable of the le- 
gations in South America. 

The Bax-Ironside conjunction of names, 
which excited so much speculation and com- 
ment when their present bearer was sta- 
tioned at Washington as one of the secre- 
taries of the British embassy, dates from 
1826. when the daughter of Capt. William 
' Ironside married John Bax of Preston house, 
Faversham, Kent. The Ironsides are an old 
family, and it may be remembered that it 
was Bishop Gilbert Ironside of Bristol who

Incidentally I may mention that M. Wol- 
lant, who has remained at Washington 
as a member of the Russian embassy in 
spite of his having an American wife, has 
been made, like Sir Michael Herbert, a spe- 
- clal exception by his government, for Rus- 
sia is strict about her diplomats marrying 
foreigners, and not only discountenances 
and even forbids such matches, but insists 
as a general rule on the wife joining the 
orthodox Russian chur@h. Nor is her hus- 
band allowed to remain connected with the 
mission accredited to the country of which 
his wife is a native. 

Lord Minto’s position in Canada is becom- 
ing more and more difficult owing to his pro- 
nounced differences of opinion with the 
premier, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, and his resig- 
nation may be looked for at any moment. 
Lately we have been treated to the spec- 
tacle of Lord Minto delivering himself pub- 
licly of views in connection with the scheme 
of imperial defense which are diametrically 
opposed to those voiced with equal publicity 
by Sir Wilfrid. 

Lord Minto, who is a man of strong 
prejudices and opinions, speaks and thinks 
as an Englishman, while Sir Wilfrid, with 
the greater part of the population of Can- 
ada behind him, thinks, speaks, and acts 
as a Canadian. The situation has in conse- 
quence thereof become exceedingly difficult 
‘and almost intolerable. The relations be- 
tween the two men have never been cordial, 
and nearly came to an open rupture at the 
time of the prince and princess of ‘Wales’ 
visit to Canada. 

The young German crown prince ec-rtinues 
to win much favor and popularity in Austria- 
Hungary, where he has just been attending 
the grand maneuvers of the army as the 
guest of Emperor Francis Joseph, who seems 
io be exceedingly fond of him. He invites 
good will by the modesty of his demeanor 
and by his unaffected wavs. As an illus- 
tration of his tact, | may mention that 
throughout the maneuvers, during which 
he wore the handsome uniform of an Aus- 
trian colonel of hussars, he abstained from 
wearing any of the numerous orders and dec- 
orations which he possesses, excepting the 
small gold medal! struck to commemorate the 
jubilee of the accession of Empercr *rancis 
Joseph, his host, to the throne.

Chem- 
istry with Prof. Smith is not an abstraction, 
but a profoundly interesting science plus the 
pupil. There can be nothing perfunctory tn 
labor based upon this idea. In his plea for 
the universal introduction. of chemistry into 
secondary schools, the author Says: “It is 
at once evident that a study which has 
sirong claims on account of its disciplinary 
value must become practically indispensable 
if it Is able imultaneously to furnish in- 
formation which is useful and can be ob- 
tained in no other way. It ts one of the 
strong points of Spencer's argument in 
the chapter on ‘ What Knowledge Is 
of the ‘Most Worth” that the information 
furnished by science is of this kind. In 
learning how to live we must consider the 

activities which make up life. Spencer di- 

vides these into those concerned with self- 

preservation, those concerned with the gain- 
ing of a livelihood, those concerned with the 
rearing of offspring, those which minister to 
the regulation of conduct in socia! and po- 
litical relations, and those which minister to 
the gratification of our tastes and feelings. 
He shows in great detail how all-important 
scientific knowledge is for success in any of 
these lines.

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DRESSMAKERS DODGE LAW 


CUSTOMS OFFICIALS WATCH FOR 
WOMEN SMUGGLERS. 


Inspectors at New York Busy Guard- 
ing Against Designers of Gowns Re- 
turning from Paris—Claim They 
Bring In Valuable Articles and 
Make Cunning Efforts to Avoid Pay- 
ing Duties—Few Are Detected So 
Far This Season. : 


New York, Sept. 28.—[SpeciahJ—This is the 
season of the year when the customs officials 
are watching for returning dressmakers 
from Paris. Every vear dressmakers from 

ifferent parts of the. county go to Paris to 

study the new styles of gowns which are 
being exhibitedthere. This exhibition of new 
designs usually occurs in the latter half of 
August. This year it was delayed on ac- 
count of several holidays, and the dress- 
makers were later in beginning their return 
vovares. 

All the steamers leaving France this month 
will have among their passengers these 
dressmakers. Some American dressmakers, 
instead of invading Paris for the purpose 
of imposing our styde on the gay Parisian, 
are still dependent on that lively capital for 
their models, 

The dressmaker is one of the problems of 
the customs offictals. She has been credited 
with endeavoring to make her passage money 
out of the government, and to have devised 
many schemes to accomplish her object by 
evading the payment of duty on garments 
and materials which she brings with her. 
These schemes from time to time have been 
discovered, and the customs official has learn- 
ed to be suspicious of the returning dress- 
maker in consequence. As the same dress- 
makers go to Europe every year, their faces 
have become familiar to the customs in- 
spectors, and their baggage is. always ex- 
armined with more care than that of the other 
passengers. 


‘Fail to Catch Smugglers. 


The dressmakers this year apparently have 
given up the idea of attempting to fool the 
officials. At least the officials have been un- 
able to detect anything out of the way about 
their baggage, and have not discovered any 
new scheme for smuggling, if any has been 
devised. | 

The most suspicious circumstance which 
has been observed has been the small amount 
of baggage which some of them have with 
them. This might indicate that others whom 
the customs officials do not know are pulling 
the chestnuts from the fire for them by 
bringing in their goods. 

All sorts of tricks have been resorted to 
by the dressmakersin years past. Last year 
sofe pillows were frequently included in 
their baggage. One would say that a sofa 
pillow was not an extraordinary piece of 
baggage for a transatlantic traveler to carry 
—how much more comfortable it makes the 
steamer chair. It was discovered that among 
the feathers were often to be found valua- 
ble laces. It was not pleasant opening these 
pillows and searching in the feathers for 
the small packages concealed in them, but 
the inspectors were obliged to do it. 

Articles bearing the mark of an American 
manufacturer are admitted free. Sometimes 
the dressmakers have attached the marks 
of these manufacturers to their foreign 
made articles, and attempted to bring these 
in under their protection. Occasionally they 
attempt to wear themin. Sometimes a piece 
of soiled trimming is attached to the garment 
to give the impression that it has been worn, 
and is, therefore, an article of personal attire, 
and not subject to duty. 


Look for New Tricks. 


Experience has taught the customs officiais 
to be on the lookout for new tricks, and their 
success in detecting them has evidently dis- 
couraged the dressmakers. One of the argu- 
ments advanced by the dressmakers as a 
reason why their Is should be admitted 
free is that they are tools of their trade. 
There is some ground for such a contention, 
although they now have to pay duty on them.

Editor of the Israelite Fails to Reiterate

Adolph Danziger, editor of the Chicago 
Israelite. had his one fling at what he called 
the worldliness and selfishness of the aver- 
age Chicago Jewess, then quit. In yester- 
day's issue of his paper he passes lightly over 
his previous charges, but devotes space to a 
fuller explanation of what he means by the 
Jewish sisterhood, which he is. promoting.

the home and the. family.

From the berrower’s point of view, the 
money market is showing no signs of im- 
provement, On the contrary, the level of 
rates. last week was considerably above 
that of the week before, and so far as time 
money is concerned bankers are holding out 
no hope of a much edsier condition of affairs 
for the next few weeks at least. 

Within the last ‘Yew days speculative 
money in New York ruled as high as 25 per 
cent, and 12 and 14 per cent rates in Wall 
street have been common. In Chicago the 
going rate for both call and time loans has 
been marked up to 6 per cent, and it is only 
in exceptional instances that even a Yrac- 
tional concession from this is made. 

The conditions which made for the sharp 
advance in the New York eall rate were 
merely. a continuation of those which ex- 
isted during the preceding week. The banks 
there have been losing steadily to both the 
subtreasury and. the’ interior, and in .con- 
sequence of this the 
money has been greatly reduced. 

Secretary Shaw, through further deposits 
of public funds in the government depos!- 
tories, and the anticipation of interest on 
government bonds, has relieved the strain, 
but the amount.of money released by.means 
of this course has been small compared to 
the drain to which the banks are subjected. 

Gold imports, which the street so confident- 
ly counted on a week ago, donot as yet appear 
to be in sight, and consequently the only 
remaining hope for strengthening the bank 
reserves seems to lie in stock market liqui- 


dation. 
Buying Held in Check.

Those most comipetent to judge of cond@- 
tions, however, do not share in this view 
to-any marked extent. Leading brokerage 
houses in Chicago make no secret of the 
fact that they prefer to keep their customers 
out of the stock market for the present, or 
that they are bending their. energies in the. 
@rection of strengthening their own posi- 
tion. The idea on which they are proceed- 
fing is not that existing, conditions are in 
themselves particularly alarming, but that 
they would quickly become so if the so- 
called public were to be misied by surface 
indications apd load up with stocks. 

Many small traders base their stock mar- 
ket operations largely on the showing made 
by the weekly statements of the New York 
banks. Generally speaking, if the item of 
eurplus reserve shows an increase, as it did 
jast Saturday, they are inclined to take 
@ bullish view of things, while, on the other 
hand, if a loss in the reserve is indicated, 
they hasten to seil stocks. This item is sup- 

» to be a barometer of the money mar- 
ket, and to a certain extent it is.one, but 
& trader who is not competent to make an 
expert analysis of the statement as a whole 
frequently is misled by the showing made 
and arrives at wrong conclusions. 

The New York bank statement, as ts well 
known, is made up of weekly reports made 
go the clearing house by the membersof that 
association. It is based, however, on a sys- 
gem of averages, and therefore the totals for 
ghe various items which are given are never 
the real totals as shown by the books of the 
banks. This system of averages tends to 
diminish considerably the value of the bank 
statement While a series of reports, cov- 
ering an extended period of time, will accu- 
rately. disclose the general changes in the 
condition of the banks. it is seldom that any 
éingle bank statement will reflect the exact 
eoncition for that particular time. 


Reserve Requirements. Be 
With respect to the reserve there is an- 
other matter which a good many traders 
either overlook or do not understand. The 
showing made by this Kem is based on the 
25 per cent requirement of the national bank- 
ing law, but there are a good many of the 
sixty or more members of the New York 
Clearing House association that are not sub- 
ject to.that law, The banks organized under 
the state laws are not required to keep so 
large a reserve, but the practice always has 
been to treat them in the bank statement 
as if they were, and to show the surplus re- 

serve figured on the 25 per cent basis. 
- Of late years also the value of the bank 
statement has become smaller owing to the 
fact that the trust companies, which do not 
report their statements weekly, have become 
an important factor in the money market. It 
is the habit of these t companies to keep 
practically al] of their ds or cash reserves 
im the banks. The bank statement, however, 
does not show the loans and deposits of the 
companies directly, though it does go 

in an indirect fashion.

Trade Conditions Generally Good. 

Barring unsettled conditions in coal and 
window glass, the business of the city gener- 
ally continues showing a steady and healthy 
tone. The’ two exceptions are not new 
conditions. Daily reports have kept the 
publié fully posted as to the status of the 
coal strike. If other evidence that the strike 
is still “‘on’’ were needed the soaring price 
of anthracite would furnish all necessary 
corroborative testimony. 

The hard coal market being entirely off its 
feet, it is impossible to quote prices. These 
are about whatever the fortunate possessor 
of the coal chooses toask. Small users arenat- 
urally required to pay fancy prices. Larger 
ones are using western soft coal wherever 
possible. Reports indicate a growing dispo- 
sition to substitute oil for coal as a fuel, es- 
pecially in manufacturing plants. It is a 
matter of extreme uncertainty when the 
famine in coke will be aver. 

Large consumers are making pilgrimages 
to Pittsburg and getting close to the trans- 
portation powers in that vicinity, but they 
usually come back haggard and discouraged. 
The problem proves too unwieldy to yield to 
even the influence of personal Interviews 
and importunings. The output of the ovens 
is record breaking, and western shipments 
are fairly good, but the product is going 
mainly to the east, where the cry is loudest 
and the values highest. So by the force of 
circumstances the western consumer is to 
be congratulated if he gets a portion of his 
wants filled. 

It is becoming more evident daily that the

All other branches of the paint, oil, and 
drug trade remain steady, with business 
moving along in a quiet and conservative’ 
manner. Manufacturers and jobbers say 


they are pleased with the business of the 


month thus far done, but none of them has 
ventured to predict an extraordinary fall 
trade from the experiences of the last few 
weeks. Weather conditions thus far have 
been good, and it would seem that the next 
six weeks can hardly promise anything bet- 
ter, but a moderate estimate of the autumn 
activitiés favors a good average season 
rather than a boom. Paint grinders, how- 
ever, are preparing for a busy winter run 
and are confident that next year will see-no 
cessation of prosperity. They are buying 
their store of oil and other materials on this 
assumption and the general opinion is that 
they will not be disappointed. 


Iron and Steel Less Active, 

There is an easier tone to theiron and steel 
market, owing to the fact that the supplies 
required. by consumers up to the first half of 
next year have practically all been engaged. 
These conditions have been approaching for 
some time past. As to immediate consump- 
tion, there is little if any falling off, the call 
for rails, structural material, and plates be- 
ing as loud as ever. 

Present inquiry for plates is so great it is 
said in one day western mills could fill up 
their order books for the whole of next year. 
The inquiries are coming from all parts of 
the country, as far east as Baltimore, but the 
policy of western mills is to care for the 
wants of their regular trade in preference to 
sales tooutside buyers. Theseare among the 
elements of strength. 

The pig iron market is inclined to quietness, 
with standard Bessemer quoted $24.00@25.00 
a ton. Makers are, however, not worrying 
about the absence of demand, as they are all 
oversold and in no position to supply imme- 
diate wants in theevent such existed. 

The various kinds of lumber continue in 
good demand, with prices generally showing 
an advancing tendency. For this reason 
values are slightly irregular. Hardwoods 
are scarce everywhere. « 

The large agricultural machinery con- 
cerns and car building institutions are pretty 
well supplied with stock for the next several 
months, having foreseen the present scarcity 
and purchased liberally last winter and 
spring. They are compelled to enter the mar- 
ket every littie while for some lots to fill 
out an assortment, and naturally are sur- 
prised when they run up against present 
prices, which are considerably above the 
quotagjons they have been accustomed to 
pay. 

* Accordingly they spend a gogd deal of time 
and money in looking about and trying to 
secure the stock on more favorable terms, 
only to find, when they have exhausted all 
their usual channels of supply, that they 
have to pay. the price or go without the 
stock, and they finally get in the market 
on that basis, All lines of pine are moving 
actively. 

Wheat Shorts in Trouble. 


There was the jump in the price of Septem- 
ber wheat last week which was generally ex- 
pected some time before the expiration of 
the delivery, as a consequence of the small 
contract stocks, the large short interest 
known to exist, and the concentrated long 
holding of Armour. ’ 

The screws were applied Monday and the 
price boosted up 5c, to 80c, with another ic 
advance the next day, on both of which 
there was a heavy trade and the short in- 
terest greatly reduced. The price got back 
to 78c later, but the inference that the 
squeeze was over proved a wrong one, for 
there followed an advance to the still higher 
price of Sic, and the close was at 86%, a 
gain of for the week and a premium of 
17%c over December. | 

There is no longer any possibility of con 
siderable quantities of wheat being brought 
here in time to fill September contracts and 
the small contract stocks of 1,000,000 bu have 
nearly all been delivered to Armour already. 
The strength of the market indicates that 
there is still some speculative short interest 
outstanding and there are two business days 
left in the month to determine whether the 
Armour people will expect the most ob- 
stinate shorts to pay still higher prices than 
those already reached. 

The deferred deliveries did not borrow 
much strength from the September and a 
moderate advance was all lost on heavy 
selling for northwest account on the in- 
creased movement in that section. Minne- 
apolis and Duluth had more cars last week 
than the week before or the same period a 
year ago. This consideration, together with 
the fear of strenuous competition from Mani- 
toba wheat and large crop estimates from 
abroad, discouraged buying. 

December got to 4c under May, but closed 
Séc lower and a loss of 4c for the week, while 
May lost %c.

MONEY MARKET IN LONDON 


STOCK EXCHANGE KEEPS CLOSE. 


WATCH ON NEW YORK, 


So Far the Banks in the United States 
Have Not Drawn Largely on British 
Supplies of Gold—Stock Prices Are 
Dominated by Wall Street Fluctua- 
tions—Kaffirs Were Flat on State- 
ment That Transvaal Must Pay 
$500,000,000 of the War Debt,

LONDON, Sept... 28.—The money market 
and stock exchange both spent most of the 
time last week watching New York, wonder- 
ing what is going to happen there. Much in- 
terest was aroused by the statement quoted 
from the New York Times that measures for 
financial reform will be initiated by the next 
congress, involving the abolition of the sub- 
treasury system, but the time that must 
elapse before such a measure can become a 
law made this interest largely academic. 

The money markets were hard, it being 
generally recognized that any large gold 
withdrawals from. the bank of England for 
the United States would be followed by a rise 
in the bankrate. So far, however, the United 
States buyers have refrained from raiding 
English banks, confining themselves to the 
bullion brokers, but the market rate of dis- 
count kynow well above the official minimum 
and bills in considerable quantities are being 
taken to the bank. 

The British government issued $10,000,000 
of treasury bills last Monday and had to 
pay a stiff rate—namely: 3 5-16 per cent. 

The stock market was also dominated 
largely by' Wall street fluctuations, not that 
there was much account open in Americans 
here, but large lines of them were financed 
in London, Consequently there was a heavy 
fall in the middie of the week. New York 
depressed all the London market. The sub- 
sequent recovery on the announcement of 
Secretary Shaw’s remedial measures put 
London in better tuneagain, especially when 
the settlement here was successfully com- 
pleted. 

Kaffirs were flat early in the week on the 
statement that the Transvaal is to bear 
$300,000,000 of the-war debt, but this market 
joined in the general recovery later. E. B.

DR. E. G. HIRSCH SAYS ITS INFLU- 
ENCEISON THE WANE.

Reason Found Chiefly in the Intensi- 


ty of Modern Struggle for Existence, 
Which Tends to Reduce Men to Ma- 
chines—Wear and Tear of the Week 
So Great That Seventh Day Is Needed 
for Recuperation as It Was Not a 


“ That the influence of the pulpit is on the 
wane, even the most optimistic mooded will 
have trouble to disguise. At all events, they 
grow fewer every year who demonstrate by 
attention and attendance that the pulpit has 
a message for which they crave and which 


ts of vital value te their life.” 


This was the statement of Dr. mil G. 
Hirech yesterday in the pulpit of Stuai tem- 
ple.’ He found the reason for this decline 
chiefly in the intensity of the struggle of 
life. He said in part:

Urges a Receivership. ~'™' 

“Warted—A Receivership for the Ccal 
Mines.”" was the text of the Rev. Mr. Thorp’s

“The plain fact that stares the country 
in the.face today is that the present manage- 
ment of the coal industry has absolutely 
broken down, and is failing to supply the 
public with coal,”” sald the minister. The 
coal managers have broken down Just as com- 
pletely ase if they had got into a financial 
tangle and been unable to arrange with 
their creditors. In that case, however, a re- 
ceiver would be appointed and the mining 
would go on without interruption. We have 
learned to provide for that emergency in 
due course, of law; but this other kind of 
breaking down we have not learned to pro- 
vide for. And that is the lesson set for 
us this winter. It is to be hoped the strike 
will not be settled until we have learned it.” 


Solution Found in Religion. 


At the union service of the Fullerton Ave- 
nue Presbyterian and the Lincoln Park Con- 
gregaticnal churches yesterday, the Rev. Mr. 
Beaton spoke on “‘A Religious Solution of 
the Labor Problem.” He said: 

“This solution is notable because it is 
offered by an economlst, In the interest of an 
economical! question, forced to go back to first 
principles; in a word, it shows that social and 
economic questions are at heart religious 
questions when we go deep enough. 

“Commissioner Wright, who offers this re- 
‘gious solution, says that ‘arbitration, social- 
ism, single tax, and nationalism offer no per- 
manent cures; the capitalist and laborermust 
each recognize the man inthe other.’ Asa 
Christian teacher I read this to mean that the 
individual man is a living soul and the sovy- 
ereign rights of personality belong to him; 
that his citizenship, his social standing, and 
his economic value, in the long run, are deter- 
mined by his character. 

“ Now, if this is so, it is but another way of 
saying that the aims of organized trades 
unionism are Christian at heart and bottom. 
They want a decrease of the hours of labor 
and an increase of wages; apparent incom- 
patibles. But this cannot be done, says the 
capitaiist, for these things contradict the laws 
of economics. Economic law has never yet 
found out a way to give the fool the wages 
of the wise, nor the incapable the salary of 
the capable. 

“On the other hand, says the Christian 
thinker, the history of religion is the story 


. of how natural and economic laws are moéi- 


fied and solved by moral and spiritual laws. 
Reiigion in a word begins with the spiritual 
qualities of the man—his individuality, his 


the shifting of all economic bases, are re- 


soulshiptand ends by making him a creator. 
of economic values.”’ 


Man’s Inhumanity to Man. 
In the Centennial Baptist church Dr. Fow-

When Luke Wheeler's trial is resumed to- 
day before Judge Chetlain on the charge of 
forging the signature of the Walker and 
Ehrman Manufacturing company to a note 
of $3,200 the books of the company, it is 
expected, will be produced in court.

Jews Hail the President and 
Secretary Hay as Cham- 
pions of Liberty.

VOICE THEIR GRATITUDE. 


United States Declared to be the 
Only Haven of Refuge for 
the Oppressed. 


* 


President Roosevelt and Secretary of State 
Hay were thanked publicly yesterday by 
Chicago Jews for Mr. Hay’s note of protest 


against the treatment of the Roumanian 


Jews. 


The thanks were expressed in resolutions 
adopted at a meeting of the Congregation 
Ansche Kanasoess Israel and other congre- 
gations in the synagogue at Clinton street 
and Twelfth place. 

The resolutions were as follows: 

Resolved, That the thanks of the congregation 


and of all liberty and justice loving people of the f° 


United States are due to Theodore Roosevelt, pres- 
ident, and to John Hay, secretary of state, for their 
splendidly courageous action in protesting against 
the persecution of the Jews of Roumania and for 
their efforts to assist this unfortunate peoplein the 
hour of.their dire oppression. Their action marks 
them as the greatest exponents of liberty and en- 
shrines them in our hearts as the friends of the 
oppressed and downtrodden. 

> H. Hurwich delivered a strong address 
‘tn Yiddish. He compared the Jews with the 
dove, having no weapons of defense and 
exposed to persecution by the stronger. Only 
in the United States, he gaid, had the Jews 
found a haven of refuge. For the first time 
| In history a powerful government had taken 
the part of this people, and remonstrated 
against their ill treatment. He gave a re- 
view of the sufferings of the race in Spain 
and other European countries, and dwelled 
at length on the condition of the Jews in 
Roumania since that country became inde- 
pendent. 

Judge Marcus Kavanagh expressed his 
great admiration for the Jewish race. Al- 
though cruelly persecuted everywhere for 
eighteen centuries, he said, it is as strong 
and united as ever. He pointed to the fact 
that the Jews had shown their patriotism 
and love of liberty by fighting for the Amer- 
ican flag in the war against Spain and com- 
plimented them on their fighting qualities. 
He admitted that this protest by the Ameér- 
ican nation may not avail much now, butit 
would have its effect in the future. 

N. Caplan Jr. said the Jews had every rea- 
son to be thankful to the American govern- 
ment for its protest against the attitude of 
the Roumanian government, but reminded 
the audience that Roumania is not the only 
country where the Jews are oppressed. No 
protest would avail against the despotism 
of the Russian government and against the 
power of the anti-Semites. He argued that 
practical help and not sympathy was needed, 
and strongly urgéd the Jews to support the 
Zionist movement instead of making im- 
potent protests. 

Leon Zolotkoff, the local champion of the 
Zionists, emphasized that suggestion even 
more powerfully, and called attention to the 
danger of making the condition of the Jews 
in Roumania and other European countries 
even worse and more untenabtTe by protesting 
against their persecution. The Jews, he said, 
neglected their duty to be charitable, and 
thereby created paupers and pauperism. 

H. M. Barnett presided at the meeting and 
Abe Kalish acted as secretary.
